in g the retirement of W . M. Penry sr. from the Dispatch, and 


stating that VV. M. P en ry jr. would haxe control thereafter. 


W h ile this announcement appeared in the home-priut pages 


of the paper, the patent inside part continued to carry the 


name of the old time proprietor. 
There was nothing put on 


t 
record to show that the transfer of the paper was genuine. 


O n the 12th of Ja n u a ry — the next issue— the Dispatch con­ 


tained several columns of city ordinances, and a lot of job 


work was rushed into that office, on the charge-as-you-please 


basis. 
Some of the work was at extortionate rates, such, as 


$4 0 per 1000 for blank claims against the city, and such 


quantities were ordered that the stock 
has not yet been e x ­ 
hausted after over two years of corporate life. 
The city was 


yo u n g and rich and could stand plucking financially at the 
outset of its career. 
O n the first Monday in March the D is­ 


patch, in the name of W . M. Penry, jr., put in its bill for 


printing, and the same was allowed in 
full to the tune of 
$ 1 3 9 , without a dissenting voice. 


It was palpable to every sensible man that the so-called 
transfer of the business of our cotemporary was bogus, and 


that the real party in interest was uot changed thereby, the 


o n ly object being to find an excuse to dip the official hand 
into the city treasury, and to furnish an excuse for putting 


in a bid for city printing by the Dispatch. 
Our cotemporary 


put in a bid at the February meeting, but was underbid so 
decisively by the Ledger that the trustees were compelled to 


award the contract to this paper, and all printing work for 


the city has been done at the Ledger office; the second year 


the Dispatch deemed it prudent not to put in a bid. 
Now , 
according to the financial report of the city clerk the total 


amount paid for city printing for two years has been $412.40. 


So that in one month the Dispatch— the owner a city trustee 


— drew more than one-third the total amount paid for print­ 


in g and advertising since the city was incorporated. 
A ll this 
was winked at by the board, and even after the contract was 


awarded to the Ledger some ordinances were ordered pub­ 


lished in the Dispatch at more than double the contract rates.

From this wonderful acrobatic performance it seems that 


the Dispatch man was or was not the proprietor of that outfit 
according to circumstances. 
W hen a city printing graft was 
in prospect lie was not a party in interest; when a piece of 
machinery in that office was to be taken to satisfy a lien, he 
comes to the front with the statement that “ he has at all 
times been the o w n er...........since the 9th day of M ay, 1893.” 


It is just such methods, tending to show that the city was 
born and cradled in graft, that are responsible for the strong 


disincorporatioii feeling— a feeling which has been greatly in­ 
tensified by the imperious treatment by the treatment by the 
trustees of a petition signed by a majority of the voters.

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Amador Coimtv 
Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises on area of 
548 square mile*. It lies on the we*- 
t i n slope of Sierra Nevada mountain*, 
nml embraces within its territory nil 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
hifich mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as gonial 
nnil healthful asean bn found anywhere 
in California. As climate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt, will in 
time, when its climatic advantage* arc 
more thoroughly understood nnd ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
hut for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, nnd as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snoiv seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slum Vie r. Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county,although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated bore. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
2000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully *100,000000 to tho world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the ‘•mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. This 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
-be found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in tho almost 
untouched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡murbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities.—Tho agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, If not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: ulso all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
h practicable along tho numerous water 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
•nany times t,ho quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found tiu the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming important industries, both 
the grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than .the product of tho 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
current In some places. Unimproved 
lands can be had from *5 to *10 per 
iere. It does not require a fortuno to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a largo addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges might he uaado the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a population of less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated In a strip of three miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, tho county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city of the sixth class. Other towns 
a re Sutter Greek, Amador Oily, Dry* 
town, l’lymouth. Volcano, l’ino Grove 
and Oleta. lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 Inhabitants. 
The community is law-abiding. Edu- 
cuilouul facilities are excellent. 
A 
nchoolhoufeu is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There Is one high 
school, located at lone. 
Tho assessment roll for UK)' is *5. 
MX),793, nod tho tax rate for both state 
and county purposes *2 on the *100. 
The Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad running to lone. From tills 
point tho lone and Fustera railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles, further to the mining 
-oclion. 
Tito various religious denominations 
and fraloruul organizations aro well 
represented. 
Tho power plant of the Standard 
Flectrle < ,'u—one of tho lurgelt in the 
world—isloouted four utiles from Jack­ 
son.

groom* are eager to rehearse it, care 
fully so ns not t» nuir Its enchanting 
loveliness. 
The Farseo groont must go with n 
hand to the bride's house, first haring 
sent altead presenta ot considerable 
value, varying according to his llimn- 
clal condition. At the threshold Ids 
futuro mother-in-law meets him with 
a smile nnd a disli of fruits,which the 
scatters at his feet. 
Then tho bride conies forth, nnd she 
and tho groom aro led into a room 
where their hands are tied together 
with a silken cord. As tho ceremony 
proceeds the cords are passed around 
their bodies until they are 'literally 
spliced. When at length they are re­ 
leased they are permitted to throw 
rice at each other. The victor in the 
rice-throwing contest is supposed to 
be the one who shall boss the homo 
nest, T'bon both are pelted with rice 
and showered with rose water. 
I d .lava tho hrirle and groont are 
rubbed with the aihes of the red 
dog’s bones, while in Transylvania 
gypsy bridal couples aro rubbed with 
a weasel skin. In Thibet the bride’s 
parents put home-made butter on the 
head of their future son-in-law, while 
in certain parts of Wales the father 
drives away on horse back with his 
daughter, pursued by the groom, but 
like u true parent, he allows lijmself 
to be overtukeu.

and her parents ride to the home of 
the gruont.

J he parents, no 
doubt, wishing to conceal their eager­ 
ness to get rid of their daughter, 
make a show of resistance. Firearms 
are discharged, but the cartridges are 
blank, aDd, consequently, no one is 
hurt, and the preteuding-to-be-reluot- 
ant bride Dually yields to her lover’s 
entreaties us the eighteenth century 
novelist would say. 
In Bengal it was once the rule to 
marry bride and groom first to trees, 
and, indeed, tho custom is not yet 
wholly extinct. 
The bride was led 
up to a ntahwa tree, iu her hand she 
held some red load with which she 
smeared the bark and then clasped 
tho trunk in fond embrace. 
This 
done, the attendants lashed her as 
tightly to the tree as ever Farragut 
was to the mast at llarttord. 
it was 
the bride groom's turn next. But in­ 
stead of splicing him to the ntahwa, 
they spliced hint to the mango tree, 
appropriately enough if one considers 
the spelling of the names ot these 
arboreal spouses. 
How long they 
wot'o kept in that position tho histor 
inn does not say, but goes ou to tell 
how in ancient Mexico the garments 
of bride and groom were tied together 
in u huge kuot. 
Then the couple 
were marched ten times around a 
fire, into which they drew incensó. 
After the ceremony was concluded 
they fasted lour days! 
Among certain Siberians the bride­ 
groom is not permitted to have a wife 
until ho cun catch her. But they do 
not give him a fair race iu the open. 
The bride, surrounded by her female 
friends, awaits him in a big tent. As 
soon us she sees him she starts to 
ruu. 
He follows like Tlipponrenes 
after Atalanta. 
Hut 
iustead ot 
obstacles being thrown in the way of 
the bride they are thrown across tire 
path of the bridegroom. Usually the 
spectacle is like that of an elephant 
running an obstacle race against an 
automobile ou a clear track. The 
pursuing groom falls over old women, 
chairs, tables, 
stones and fishing 
rods, or íh tripped up by ropes or 
viues. (July when it is feared he 
might give up and sulk and go away 
without the fleeting lady is he per­ 
mitted to overtake her. Then, us she 
l'itlis into his outstrecthed arms, it 
may lie imagined 
she utter* some 
equivalent oi ‘‘This is so sudden." 
As a show, this Siberian wedding 
cerentouy must be as entertaining as 
vaudeville to the spectators, but to 
carry it out well more than one re­ 
hearsal might ho necessary. 
it also 
entails much pieuuitiire smashing of 
furniture it the entire realism of it is 
to Ite attained. Tho expense of mak­ 
ing debris of tallies aud chairs is 
another consideration which renders 
this unique ceremony alien to tha 
tastes ot civilized people, who are 
accustomed to convert household 
furniture into wood pulp after, not 
before, man iuge.

NEW PRIMARY 
ELECTION LAW 
Voters Must State Their 
Party Preference Whun 
Registering. 
The new primary election law is in 
effect nnd is causing some ntrennons 
language nboilt the county clerk’s 
office, where tho new great register is 
being made up, says tho Htockton 
Kecord. 
The law provides, to state it briefly, 
that every votor registering shnll bo 
asked to state under oath, the poli­ 
tical party lie intends to affiliate 
with. 
That, data goes in tho great, 
register and (to illustrate) a man who 
registers as n republican must vote 
the repulbicnn ticket at the primary 
election, or not vote. 
if any voter fails or refuses to state 
his political affiliation when he 
registers, he can not be allowed to 
vote ot tho primary election, although 
ho has a perfect right to vote at 
regular elections. 
The new law follows: 
Chapter 325. 
An Act to add a new section to the 
Political Code to be numbered 
I36(5a, relating to primary elections, 
and requiring each elector to de­ 
clare the name of the political 
party with which he intends to 
affiliate at the time of registering. 
(Approved March It), 1905.) 
The people of the state of Cali­ 
fornia, represented in senate assem­ 
bly, do enact as follows: 
Section 1. A new section is hereby 
added to the political code to be 
numbered 13G6a to rend as follows: 
KiGGa. At tho time of registering 
and of transferring registration, iu 
all places where tho primary election 
law is in force each elector shall 'de­ 
clare the name of the political party 
with which he intends to affiliate at 
the ensuing primary election or elec­ 
tions, and the name of such political 
party shall be stated in the affidavit 
ot registration aud the index thereto. 
If the eloctor decliues to state the 
fact, the fact of such declination shall 
likewise bo stated and no person 
shall he entitled to vote at any prim­ 
ary election (by virtue of such re­ 
gistration) unless be bas stated the 
name of the political party with 
which ho intends to affiliate at the 
time of such registration. 
Nor shall 
ho be permitted to vote ou behalf of 
any party or for delegates to the con­ 
vention of any party other than the 
party so designated iu the registra­ 
tion. 
In case that any elector shall have 
declined to designate or shall have 
changed his 
political affiliations 
prior to the close ot registration for 
priinury elections he is entitled to 
have such change recorded prior to 
the close of such registration upon 
application to the county clerk nr 
registrar of voters. In case any elec­ 
tor shall havo declined to designate 
or shall have changed his political 
affiliations prior to the close of re­ 
gistration, he may appear in person 
before the county clerk or registrar 
of voters, at the office of the county 
clerk or registrar of voter, aud not 
elsewhere, and make affidavit sub­ 
stantially iu tbe following form: 
State of Califonia, state of . . . 
. . . ns................................, being duly 
sworn, deposes and says that he Is 
registered ou the great register of the 
said county o f..............as a .................. 
(insert from party affiliation, or that 
lie had declined to designate his 
party affiliation); that since the date 
of such registration he has changed 
his political views and in good faith 
declares his affiliation with tbe . . . . 
party. 
Subscribed and sworn to botore me, 
til is . . . day of . . . . 190. 
The couiFy clerk or registrar ot 
voter* shall take such affidavit with­ 
out charge and lile the same. 
Noth­ 
ing in this section shall lie construed 
to prevent any elector, 
who lias 
registered before this uet takes effect, 
fiom voting at such primary election. 
Sec. 2. This act shall take effect 
and he in force thirty-tlve days aftei 
its passuge,

¡Settlement— During the period iu 
which the local office is closed, time 
does not run against a settler in the 
matter of asserting his claim. 
Residence— Muiutaiued as tbe em­ 
ploye of another, who asserts a posses­ 
sory right, to the land, confers no 
rights under the settlement laws. 
Reservation—An order suspending 
laud from disposal to prevent the 
fraudulent entry thereof, is within 
the authority of the commissioner of 
the laud office. 
Practice—Local officers may, with 
the approval of the commissioner, de­ 
signate certain hours each day in 
whiob papers may he filed in their 
office. 
Mining Claim —To entitle an appli­ 
cant, who has declared his intention 
to become a citizen of the United 
States, it must appear that such in­ 
tention is a bona tide existing one at 
the time oí purchase. 
Mineral land — 'The existence of a 
mineral location raises the presump­ 
tion that the location has been made 
in conformity with law, and that the 
laud is mineral iu character. 
Homestead—townsite—if at date of 
homestead entry the laud is not 
occupied for purposes of ‘‘trade aud 
business,” tbe subsequent use of the 
land by others for such purposes will 
not defeat tbe right ot the claimaut.

A new method of saving con- 
coiitrnlea after leaving the mill is in 
process of being (rind at, the Zeila 
mill, hy Messrs W. H. Carley and K.

The new method is the in 
vention of Ibimhric and Harrow of 
Sutter Creek. It, Is claimed that, it 
has been tried, and proven successful 
on n small scale at the Contral 
Eureka [mine, Any way Curley end 
Fortner have keen so impressed with 
Its advantages over Die old canvas 
plant process that they have ilia 
carded their old method for t.he new 
Ever since November the plant lias 
been in process of erection and trial, 
and it. is not yet in full running 
order. The method has been dulibed, 
“ The Merry-go-round,” because of 
its resemblance to that contrivance. 
It, consists of a canvas plant, with a 
circular motion Imparted thereto, 
Die claim being that this motion will 
concentrate tho sulphurets better 
than tho stationary ennvas plants. 
Another advantage claimed is that it 
takes less labor to run it, ua one man 
can attend to it,,so that two men — 
one day and the other night shift, can 
operate it. Tho affair is lining watch­ 
ed with much Interest, 
it is tho 
first attempt to iustall a plant on a 
large scale. 
The machine lias been 
started, 
but owing to breakdowns 
from one cause or another, it has not 
got into efficient working shape yet. 
The hoys are sanguine of its eventual 
success, and should it pi ovo so, they 
are iu line to make a good thiug out 
of it. as it is likely to rapidly super­ 
cede the old system.

G eneral headquarters for th is new 
cam paign of the cbildroti a re being 
established iu the ollices of th e n a­ 
tional associatiou of A udubon socie­ 
ties at 141 Hroadway to-day.

the organizatiou

The m arch of civilization has robbed 
m illions of useful as well as sightly 
and tu n e fu l birds of their old-tim e 
tuciiities for home making, o r n ith o l­ 
ogists here declared to-day.

tering tree trunks are being la id low 
every y ea r over buudreds of 
acres, 
lb n old-fashioned structures, where 
birds m ig h t Hock under open eaves, 
are being replaced, by m odern roofd 
that s h u t o u t bird life. 
W hole races, 
like th e chim ney swifts, are being de­ 
prived of th eir shelter iu the big old-

chim neys. 
Such conditions, 
com bined with lax laws for 
spring 
shooting aud pot-hunting, w ill soon 
drive th e valuable insect-eaters to ex­ 
tinction, it is agreed. 
It will lie tho 
c h ild re n ’s work to house th e evicted 
birds a t th e time wheu they n o t only 
roar th e ir youug but oat most copious 
iy of th e insect crop destroyers. 
“ The ch ild ren are now the g re a t fac­ 
tors in 
th is great economic m ove­ 
m ents,” said William D utcber, piesi- 
deut of th e national association of 
A udubon societies, to day. “ N o t only 
their p atrio tism but the self-interest 
ot every one of their parents is the 
motive for preventing the ex tin ctio n 
of the b eautiful and highly valuable 
birds of th e country. 
We are culling 
on congress, Hie legislatures of the 
entire co u n try and on every adult 
body to help; but 1 believe th e work 
of the school children of th e land 
will accom plish more than 
all the 
other u e tb o d s combined, 
i t is a line 
chance fo r every boy aud g irl to do 
som ething for bis village, s ta te and 
the co u n try at large, and 1 k now they 
will not neglect to do their p art.

tassel. The farm er who grows wheat 
year after y e a r on the same plat of 
ground lias the Ilessian fly and the 
chinch bug to contend with; eottou 
planter and tobacco planter have each 
insects to light and fungous diseases to 
overcome because one crop lias been 
grown continuously for a number of 
years on the sam e plat, if rotation is 
practiced these Insects and diseases 
may be held in cheek. If rotation is 
not followed no remedy will destroy 
or overcome them .—Southern Cultiva­ 
tor. 


Turkish Farriery. 
Turkish horseshoes nro simply a flat 
piale of Iron with it hole In the middle. 
In Ills volume of "Personal Adven­ 
tures" Colonel J. 
P. 
Robertson de­ 
scribes the extraordinary method of 
preparing the horse to bo shod. 
The farrier takes n good long rope, 
doubles It and knots n loop at the end 
to about the size of a good large horse 
collar. 
Tills is put over the horse's 
head after (lie m anner of a horse col­ 
lar, tile knot resting on the horse's 
chest. 
Then the two ends of repo are 
brought between Ids legs. 
Each rope, 
then taken by a man. Is hitched on to 
the fetlocks of Ills 
hind 
legs and 
brought through the loop In front; then 
by a hard, steady pull (lie hind mgs are 
drawn up to the fore legs, and the 
horse falls heavily oil Ids side. 
All four feet are then tied together 
by Hie fetlocks, the horse Is propped Up 
on Ids Imek. and the farrier sits quiet­ 
ly down beside him, takes off nil the 
old shoes and puts on new. 
When the 
work is finished th e horse Is untied 
and allowed to get up. 


Crab Has 2,000,000 Joints. 
The crab known ns tho scale tailed 
apus was believed to have become ex­ 
tinct In Grant Britain fifty years ago, 
the Inst recorded specim ens lielng tnk- 
on in Hie ponds on H am pstead heath. 
But now it has tu rn ed up again In 
some numbers In tw o ponds on Pres­ 
ton Morse, near South wick. In Klrk- 
cmllirlglitshlro. About two and a half 
Incl sis long, the a pus hears a very 
striking likeness to th a t remarkable 
creature, the king crab, and this be­ 
cause the fore part of the body Is cov­ 
ered by a great sem icircular shield or 
carapace, wldle, as in 1 lie king crab, 
it swims on its lmck. 
In the great 
number of its legs the scale tailed 
apus lias few rivals, wldle in the num­ 
ber of the points w hich these share 
between them no o th er creature can 
compare. The naturalist Schaffer once 
essayed the task of counting them aud 
made the magnificent total of 1,802,­ 
004. Latrelle put dow n the number at 
a round 2,000,000.—London Graphic.

The 
candidate after gaining permission to 
enter for the degree presents a short 
sketch of ills life in L atin or German, a 
maturity certificate, 
evidence of at 
least three years of academical study, 
evidence that he h as enjoyed a good 
reputation up to the present time, an 
original scientific treatise in German 
in his own handw riting anil a written 
declaration on word of honor and oath 
that the thesis Is th e candidate’s own 
composition. The p ay m en t of 240 marks 
is required. 
In the oral examination 
the subject of chief im portance is that 
of which the thesis treats, while the 
candidate is allowed to select two mi­ 
nor subjects. 
After this examination 
and the distribution of 280 copies of 
the thesis to the faculty the degree is 
conferred.—School Bulletin.

"Good-Government 
League." 
They arc patterned 
after the 


organization 
under the same name in San Francisco prior to 


the last election for the purpose of securing 
a better 
condi- 


tion of municipal affairs than under the reign of graft. 
The 


object is the same in the smaller 
towns. IfJackson 
is to 


continue as a municipality it would be well to organize
